Teo anybody who happened to be
present at recent demonstrations in New
York snd Brooklyn it wonld be at once ap-
parent that the recogunition which he re-
ceives on these ocensions conld mot be nat-
tributed to the foct of his mere personal
presence or his former official position.
The popular freling was evidently deeper
aod the applause which greeted him and
followed his utterances has a spontaneity
which cannot be maonfactured.

Hill Not m Match for Grover.

This was observable in Tammany Hall as
well as Brooklyn, Tt is worth while to ob-
sorve thot when Mr. Cleveland was associ-
nted with Governor Hill on the stand the
ovation which was tendered the former
completely ontshone the demonstration in
favor of the Governor. In every one of
these audiences the supposed political ri-
valry hetween the ex-President and our
Giovernor was aspparently felt, but it snv
distinguishing manifestations were made
they were plainly in favor of Mr. Cleve-
Innd.

Perhaps this is largely due to the fuet
that an impression has long existed that the
slleged hostility berween the rival eandi-
dotes for the Presidency would prevent
Mr. Cleveland going on the witness stand
for the Democratic party in this State trial.
The equivocal position assumwed by the ex-
President in the last campaign engendered
sotie doubts which were earefully and per-
sistently exploited by his politioal enemies
o4 to the personal role he would play in
this. It was ardently” hoped aud perhaps
believed by thess detrnetors  that Mr
Cleveland would remain quiescont during
this straggle, or, at least, thet he would
take mo netive purt in the eanvass.

Op the other hand, his personsl following
insisted thut Grover was all right and wonld
do his part when the time came. To sav
that they are delighted now is putting it
mildly. Theyare more enthusisstie, if it
were possible to be so, than ever before.
8o far g« Cleveland and Hill are concerned
personally, it is eloarly apparent that they
have buried the hatchet for the time being,
nt least, and will pull through the canvass
in the front rank shoulder to shoulder.

If either still entertains any hopes of fo-
ture promotion this was the only thing left
for bim to do. The prospects of any New
York eandidate for National honors wonld
be thin, indesd, should the Republicans
carry this State by the election of Mr, Fas-

Tt would be highly interesting just now if
it could be ascertained just what part the
Culifornians are plaving in this campaign.
The Northern Pacific Railrond management
is long headed and far reaching. It iz troe
that candidate Fassett is connected with the
Northern Pacific Railroad only by marriage.
He may or may not have any pecuniary
interest in the Northern Pacifie beyond the
matrimonial one as the husband of million-
aire Crocker’s daughter. From thisitmight
be easually inferred that it would be of no
particular advantage to the Pacific Railroad
people it Mr. Fassctt were chosen Governor
of this State.

But in politics as well as in railrond mat-
ters there are wheels within wheels. The
Northern Pacific Railroad has important in-
terests pending at Washington. It bas re-
pestedly sought and obtgined favors from
administrations. It relies upon important
favors vet to come. Where there are mill-
ions of dollars involved it does not seem
improbabie that the interesied parties
should keep u sharp lookout for possible
favorable or unfavorable ecountingencies
The Pucifie Railroad people have long
demonstrated their ability st Washington
in obtaining something for nothing. An
expensive and well sppointed lobby at the
national capital has always been found by
these people a paying investment.

A Branch Metropolitan Lobly,

Has that lobby opened a braoch office in
this city? There are certnin indications
which point that way. The indications
will pretly soon appear npon the surfuce of
political sffairs. Mr. Fasseft is the repre-
sentative of the Bepublican leader of New
York, but he is not less a representative of
the Republican administration of Washing-
ton, It is indispensable to the continnanoe
in office of the latter that this State should
be ecarried.

Hutchinson, of the Allegheny Na-
tlonal, Meets Death While Traveling
for His Health—His Wife and Children
With Him—A Lack of Detafls.

A telegram was received by TaE Dis-
rarcu at 20o'clock this morning, from
Colorado Springs, COolorado, that ¥. C.
Hutchinson, Cashier of the Allegheny Na-
tional Bank, of Pittsburg, had been fatally
hurt. No details were given.

A eall was made at the residence of Mr,
Hutchinson’s aunt st 50 Tunnel street. Ehe
said her nephew had gone to Colorado two
suffering from consumption on account of
hard work at the bank and was granted
Jeave of absence. His wife and two chil-
dren accompanied him.

Mr, Hutchinson is 30 vears of age and has
been an employe of the bank since graduat-
ing from High School. He started in as s
messenger and was fioally promoted to
cashier about & year ago. His home is at
Cypress and Daum streets, Shadyside. His
aunt, Mra. Frank C. Hutchinson, had not
heard of the accident until told by a Dis-

He came to Pittsburg Saturday and drew
$1,200 from the Union Bank, it is said, to
pay the miners under his charge, and noth-
ing lins been seen or heard of him sinece.

Friends say that there was absolutely no
reason for him to disappear of his own ac-
cord, as the §1,200 were but & small portion
of the funds at his disposal, and they fear
that he has met with foul play. No report
of the matter, however, has vet been made
to the local police officials.

JOYFUL RAINMAKERS.

Torrents of Water Brought Down by
the Expedition in Texas.

THE MEN YELLED WITH DELIGHT

When the Deluge Came Down, and Danced
a Fandango in the Mud.

WORTH HALF AMILLION TO CATTLEMEXR

TEFROIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCH.1

Camr EpwWARD POWERS, NEAR SAN
Dieco, TEx., Oct. 18—The Government
rainmakers are the heroes of the hour here,
The experiment, which was begun yester-
day evening and continued during the
night, was entirely successful. At &
o'clock this morning rain fell in torrents in
the camp and soaked the men to the skin.
Never before were men g0 glad togeta
wetting. They yelled and hurrahed and
daneed fandangoes in the mud.

The people of San Diego sud the sur-
rounding country are astonished at the re-
sult. When they went to bed at mid-
night the moon was shining in a eloudless
sky and there was no sign of rain anywhere.
At 4 o'clock they were awakened by the
pattering and pon of the rain on the
roofs, and in a few minutes it came down i
torrents. The rain continued for nearly an
hour. When it ceased the pluviometer
ehowed that hislf an inch nad {fallen st this
place. The telegrams received this morn-
ing from stations along the line of the
Mexican National Railroad state rain ex-
tended about 40 miles to the northeast, 108
miles to the west, and 80 miles to the south-
west. It did not rain either to the west or
gouth at a greater distance than 10 or 15
miles,

WATER STANDING IN POOLS.

The water this morning is standing in
pools all over the ranchesand the cattlemen
are delighted. They estimate thut the ran
is worth to them in round figures at least

The bombardment began early last even-
ing, and until nearly midnight there was a
continuous roar from the dynamite and
rack-a-rock batteries. The full moon was
sailing across a cloudless sky, and the hun-
dreds of people who had eome to the camp
were utlaﬁe; that the experiment would be
a flat failure. They said that it was a bean.
tiful imitation of a battle, but that rain
would follow from such asky was absurd
and impossible,

BETS OFFERED AGAINST RAIN,

Many offered to bet baskets of champagne
that no rain would come, and some of the
rainmakers took up the bets as quickly as
they were offered. The heavy smoka from
the batteries drifted off to the northwest, and
the balloons also sailed off in that direstion
before they exploded. The pnychrometer
showed 63 per cent of humidity just before
the firing began, and at 11 o'clock it showed
96 cent, The barometer was high and
rl% the early part of the evening,
Imf1 ell at about 2 o'clock.

Ellis, who was in charge, and Mr. George
Castler, the seronaut, sent up the balloons
at intervals of about 40 minuntes. They
ran to the height of about half a mile be-
fore exploding, The explosions were heard
at points 50 miles and more away. Lien-
tenant 8, Allen Dyer was in command of
the batteries, and they were worked by
the soldiers from the Twenty-third In-
fantry, The men did splendid work and
added to the high esteem which they have
won bere by their conduet throughout,

SENDING UP BALLOONS.

At about 2:30 A. ™M a balloon was sent
up. The sir at the time was very still. At
the time it exploded it was traveling west
at a rapid rate. Mr. Castler, who has been
making ascensions for many years, said
that be had never seen a balloon act in that
way and that the disturbance in the upper
currents must have been tremendous,

It was 3 o'clock when the storm first
chowed above the horizon to the northwest,
the direction to which the wind had been
blowing during the heavy firing. The
clouds came rapidly, and one could see them
gather in size and densily as they ap-
prosched the zenith and drifted across the
moon.

Atafew minutes to 4 o'clock the sky
above was full of heavy clouds, but nota
drop of rain had fallen. Then a balloon
was sent up and exploded right in the

clouds, aud the mortar battery began
shooting butts in  rapid  succes-
sion. In two  minutes  after the

balloon exploded the rain came down and
in three minntes more it waa falling in
sheets, and little rivults were running
through the camp. At sunrise a dry
norther came and in a short time the storm
clonds had been blown to shreds. Mr.
Eilis is highly pleased st resnlts of the ex-
periment and everyone here es that

the storm was wholly due to the firing.

NEGRO VENGEANCE FEARED ON AC-
COUNT OF A LYNCHING,

The Governor of Virginia Is Asked for
Troops—Further Detalls of the Hang-
ing of Three Colored Eloters by s Mob
at Clifton Forge.

& rumored uprising of the negroes in conse-
quence of Inst night’s lynching. Mayor
Bowles bas telegraphed Governor MeKin-
ney to send the Monticello Guards here as
s measure of precsution. The reports
caused a suspension of eerviees at the
churches to-night, but the rumors are re.
E“hd by cooler heads ss unfounded.

ere are large numbers of negroes at the
mines of this section.

The entire town is in arms and picketsare
posted in every outskirt. A squadron of
men are on the way here from 'ﬁanmvelte,
W. Va., and will arriveat 11 p. M. There
has been no direct indication of an out-
break, but the excitement prevails

Further details ot last night's ching
are as follows: Four of the negro s’;perlp
does implicated in the riots already de-
seribed, were captured and bronght to this
place. About 2 o’clock this moraing about
100 men met and determined to e the
prisoners from the juil and lynch them. By
the use of axes and crowbars the doors were
opened and the negroes taken out. A boy
1 years old was spared and the other three
were taken to a tree a short distance from
the town and bhanged.

AN TUNMIXED VICTORY FOR
